QUESTIONABLE MEANS OF SELLING 
BOOKS. 

It is important that the book-trade, and 
through it, the book-buying public, should 
be from time to time informed as to the 
“many inventions” and devious devices by 
which high-priced books are foisted upon 
unwary purchasers. Whether it is fair to 
class in this way the limited editions de luxe , 
at a few hundred dollars per copy, of which 
we have heard more or less in the courts, is 
perhaps a matter of opinion. But, indeed, 
most of these enterprises are not to be con¬ 
demned from the point of view of the law, 
but rather as a matter of practical ethics— 
though some overstep the mark and accom¬ 
plish their purpose by means more than 
questionable legally. One of the most extra¬ 
ordinary of these enterprises, of which the 
book trade itself never hears, turned up at 
such places as Newport and Lenox a couple 
of years ago in the shape of a hundred-dol- 
lar publication on the great operas of which 
the solicitors showed advance pages—the 
profits from which, it was stated, were to be 
used in lobbying through Congress a bill 
for the establishment of a National Opera. 
Whatever became of the book and the 
scheme, the National Opera has not so far 
been established. 

It is a favorite device of subscription book 
publishers to revamp an old line of books 
perhaps in bettered shape, and by help of 
advertising, more or less misleading, to place 
these on the market, with great flourish of 
trumpets, through agents or through the 


coupon system. Among such enterprises 
perhaps the most notable is the reissue of 
Dr. John Lord’s antique “Beacon Lights of 
History,” popular volumes a generation ago, 
but scarcely up to present-day views of the 
writing of history. Another was the re¬ 
issue, at a net price of $40 for 33 volumes, 
of the venerable Abbott series of popular 
histories, including, besides the single vol¬ 
umes still issued by the Harpers at a reason¬ 
able price, the biography of Napoleon by J. 
S. C. Abbott, which formed a feature of the 
earliest volumes of Harper’s Nezv Monthly 
Magazine. The Outlook Company is utiliz¬ 
ing its imprint and its advertising pages to 
market a series more worthy of respect in 
the “Historians’ History of the World,” an 
English compendium, with introduction by 
living scholars of the works of the great 
historians from Herodotus down; but un¬ 
fortunately it seems to have lent itself to the 
usual buncombe in the statement that “more 
than $350,000 has been spent on the work,” 
a statement that scarcely seems justifiable, 
except by reckoning possible payments years 
and centuries ago to long since dead authors. 

Another favorite device is the establish¬ 
ment of so-called “societies” which have for 
their stated purpose some altruistic aim, but 
for their real purpose too often the sale of a 
book by subscription. It is to be feared that 
among these is to be reckoned the Thomas 
Jefferson Memorial Association of the United 
States, of which General Miles became Presi¬ 
dent, and whose Board of Governors includ¬ 
ed distinguished gentlemen from several 
States who either had nothing to do with 
the society or were even ignorant of the use 
of their names. To these was attached the Jef¬ 
fersonian Society, and these organizations have 
been issuing and selling a memorial edition 
of Jefferson’s writings with introductions to 
the several volumes by distinguished writers. 
The profits on this edition, which was scarce¬ 
ly necessary, in view of the monumental edi¬ 
tion edited by Paul Leicester Ford, were to 
be used for the establishment of a Jefferson 
memorial. Latest among these enterprises 
seems to be the “National Alumni,” “incor¬ 
porated with 300 charter members,” “to 
solidify the college interests of America.” 
A circular letter signed by John Rudd, as 
secretary, announcing “a unique production 
of great historical importance” led to in¬ 
quiries as to these charter members, among 
whom President Hadley of Yale and Presi¬ 
dent Butler of Columbia were mentioned. 
Both disavow any knowledge of the organ- 
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ization or its “unique production,” and Presi¬ 
dent Hadley writes: “I believe it is good law 
that no person is made a charter member of 
a corporation without his consent, and in any 
event I have not given my consent to the 
use of my name in connection with any such 
project, nor do I remember having even been 
asked about it.” 

Another abuse is the use of misleading 
names for societies which suggest, though 
they do not copy, the names of well-known 
organizations. Thus the Grolier Club is a 
well-known organization of booklovers, 
which has published many important vol¬ 
umes, with which the “Grolier Society,” 
which is engaged in publishing “secret me¬ 
moirs” has no relation whatever. A “Cam¬ 
bridge Society,” incorporated, which em¬ 
phasizes its relations with “King Edward’s 
Book of Common Prayer,” is just now ex¬ 
ploiting an edition of Disraeli’s works to 
buyers who may perhaps be induced by its 
name to suppose that it has some connection 
either with the university at Cambridge, Eng¬ 
land, or that at Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
neither of which is the fact. 

It is a favorite device of such merchant's 
of books to offer to send complimentary 
copies or some other valuable gift, to mem¬ 
bers of the Authors’ Club or distinguished 
scholars or other well-known people, either 
as bait for their own subscriptions or to bait 
hooks for the unwary public with their testi¬ 
monials. The use of agents of the Ancient 
Mariner type, who hold their victim with glit¬ 
tering eye and a more glib tongue is no longer 
so general a nuisance as of old; but in place 
of him has come the delusive circular with 
its elusive enticements, and the coupon sys¬ 
tem, under which, for the modest sum of one 
dollar, and succeeding dollars whose total 
is kept somewhat in the background, book- 
buyers are enticed to part with their well- 
earned dollars. We do not mean to suggest 
that the coupon system has not been a valu¬ 
able and worthily-used means of selling 
books, but its abuse has been almost as gen¬ 
eral as its worthy use. 

It is good to get good books widely cir¬ 
culated among the people; but most of these 
devices give the people less for their money 
than the regular trade can do with so-called 
regular books. The local bookseller should 
keep a sharp eye out for schemes of this 
sort which appeal to his local constituency 
and which divert from him the dollars of cus¬ 
tomers to whom he could give for their 
money much better return. 


A correspondent of the New York Times 
is perplexed at the delivery through the 
American Express Company of books mailed 
from England with English postage stamps 
affixed to pay carriage. The explanation is 
very simple. Until now, (when happily ar¬ 
rangements for parcels post with Great 
Britain, as per the treaty signed by the Presi¬ 
dent February 17, to take effect April 1, and 
with France are in process,) our own post 
office has been so old-fogyish that the British 
and French post offices could not make the 
parcels post arrangements with America that 
they had made with most other countries. 
Consequently an arrangement with the Amer¬ 
ican Express Company was made by the Brit¬ 
ish post office for the delivery and receipt in 
America of parcels post packages from or for 
Great Britain. Our postal authorities are 
gradually waking up to the desirability of 
bringing our postal facilities up to the stand¬ 
ard of other postal systems, and it is gratify¬ 
ing to know that the parcels post with Great 
Britain and France as well as with Germany 
will presently be in effect. 


BIBLIOGRAPHY OF COPYRIGHT IN 
CONGRESS, 1789-1904. 

The Library of Congress is issuing as 
Copyright Office Bulletin No. 8, under the 
title of “Copyright in Congress, 1789-1904,” a 
bibliography and chronological record of all 
proceedings in Congress in relation to copy¬ 
right from April 15, 1789, to April 28, 1904, 
(First Congress, 1st session, to Fifty-eighth 
Congress, 2d session.) In fact, during the 
printing of the bulletin the record of Con¬ 
gressional action has been brought down to 
January 27, 1905, inclusive. It is to be re¬ 
gretted that it was not practicable to bring it 
to the close of the present session, March 3, 
when the recent amendment regarding trans¬ 
lations became law. This important work, a 
large octavo of 468 pages, has been prepared 
by Thorvald Solberg, Register of Copyrights, 
whose enterprise in preparing this and pre¬ 
ceding bibliographies in connection with the 
Copyright Office will have important bearing 
in connection with the revision and codifica¬ 
tion of copyright law, which will presently be 
set under way at the initiative of the Libra¬ 
rian of Congress, in accordance with the sug¬ 
gestion in the Senate report. Mr. Solberg 
gives credit for the work of compilation to 
his assistants, Mrs. Harriet deK. Woods and 
Miss Kelton and Miss Goodman, and for the 
excellent index to Miss Laddon, and he also 
pays a deserved tribute to Amzi Smith, Su¬ 
perintendent of the Senate Document Room, 
whose careful record of Congressional docu¬ 
ments and personal knowledge of them has 
much facilitated the present work. 

The scope of the work may be seen from 
the statement that pages 29-73 record with 
full title and notes the bills introduced into 
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Congress from that introduced June 23, 1789* 
which as amended became the first copyright 
law May 3, 1790, to the amendment intro¬ 
duced in December last, with an added note 
on patent and trade-mark bills; pages 74-83 
the printed reports; pages 83-84 the resolu¬ 
tions ; pages 84-96 the measures which became 
laws, twenty-five being public laws, the last 
providing interim copyright in connection 
with the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and 
nine private laws for the “relief” of specific 
persons; pages 96-111 the petitions, memorials, 
messages and miscellaneous printed copyright 
documents. This constitutes the first, and in 
a sense the most important, part of the work. 
Pages 112-377, the body of the work, are given 
tc the chronological record, laboriously com¬ 
piled from the official records of Congress, 
1789-1904, giving succinctly every reference 
to copyright on the floor of either house, as 
recorded in the Journals, from the First 
Congress up to the end of 1904, with notes 
covering pages 378-387. A very full index, 
covering pages 389-468, refers not only to 
bills, petitions, etc., in general, but to the in¬ 
dividual name of each person, organization, 
or institution appearing or represented at 
committee hearings or in petitions. The ac¬ 
tivity of the typographical unions, for in¬ 
stance, is suggested by the three pages occu¬ 
pied in the index by the petitions from local 
unions, mostly in connection with the manu¬ 
facturing clause. The work in its details is 
formal rather than descriptive; it gives facts 
as to names of bills, etc., rather than as to 
their contents. Within these limitations it is 
a useful work, evincing alike patience and 
skill. In an interesting introduction of twenty 
pages Mr. Solberg discusses briefly the re¬ 
vision of the copyright laws, schedules pro¬ 
posed legislation, and gives the full text, and 
then pending copyright bills, of which only 
one, that affecting translations, has since be¬ 
come law. The fact that no less than five dis¬ 
tinct copyright measures were brought for¬ 
ward at the last session is cited as proof that 
cur copyright laws need revision, and it is 
wisely suggested that “the subject should be 
dealt with as a whole, and the inefficient and 
antiquated laws now in force be replaced by 
one consistent, liberal and adequate in 
statute.” 

“The laws as they stand,” Mr. Solberg con¬ 
tinues, fail to give the protection required, 
are difficult of interpretation, application and 
administration, leading to misapprehension 
and misunderstanding, and in some directions 
are open to abuses. During more than a cen¬ 
tury of legislation upon this subject a highly 
technical copyright system has been devel¬ 
oped, under which valuable literary and ar¬ 
tistic property rights have come to depend 
upon exact compliance with statutory for¬ 
malities—“a necessity distinguishing our 
copyright legislation from that of all other 
countries.” This is but plain common sense, 
and now that the Copyright Office, through 
the authorization given to the Librarian of 
Congress by the Senate report, has opportu¬ 
nity to prepare a draft for consideration, it is 
to be hoped that this may be promptly done. 


GERMAN-AMERICAN COPYRIGHT. 

The importance of the copyright amend¬ 
ment approved March 3 is emphasized' by an 
incident in the German Reichstag on March 
15, which doubtless occurred in absence of 
knowledge as to the bearing of this amend¬ 
ment. D. Mueller, of Meiningen, referred to 
the copyright arrangement between Germany 
and the United States, characterizing the 
agreement of January 15, 1892, as “nothing 
less than a free gift of German intellectual 
property to Americans.” He said a volume 
of Georg Ebers’s novels sold in the United 
States for five cents and in Germany for 
$2.50 to $4.12. An entire book by Wilhelm 
Busch, given gratis as a Sunday supplement 
of a German-American newspaper, cost in 
Germany 75 cents. “German industrial art,” 
the speaker said, “is exposed to the danger 
of suffering great losses in the United States. 
Present conditions are wholly untenable, and 
must be completely overhauled. Either the 
United States must accede to the Berne Con¬ 
vention or we must have not merely a formal, 
but material guarantee of legal protection 
The principle of noblesse oblige must be re¬ 
spected.” 

Vice Chancellor Posadowsky-Mehner, in 
replying, said the Government in arranging 
for the protection of German exhibits at St. 
Louis discovered how extraordinarily diffi¬ 
cult it is to deal with the United States on 
this subject. 

“When we take up negotiations with the 
United States for a new commercial treaty,” 
he said, “the copyright question will receive 
exhaustive consideration from the standpoint 
of the Berne Convention and German in¬ 
terests.” 


TRADE-MARK LEGISLATION. 

One of the most important acts of the late 
session of Congress was the passage of a 
trade-mark law which puts trade-marks on a 
much more satisfactory basis than heretofore. 
A trade-mark duly registered is protected for 
twenty years, and the fee is reduced from 
$25 to $10. Applications for registration are 
to be published in the Patent Office Gazette 
before certificates are issued, to permit the 
filing of protests, and appeals from the de¬ 
cisions of the Commissioner of Patents may 
be taken to the federal courts, as in the case 
of patents. “Old marks,” which have been in 
exclusive use in the United States for ten 
years or more, are specifically entitled to 
registration. Trade-marks are assignable, but 
only in connection with the goodwill of the 
article on which the mark is used. The trade¬ 
mark must carry notice of registration. The 
new law in general follows the precedent of 
the law relating to patents. 

Complaint is made that great injustice is 
done to American trade-marks in Cuba under 
the precedent of Spanish law permitting reg¬ 
istration of a trade-mark, which is misused, it 
is stated, by the registration of well-known 
American trade-marks, so that their proper 
owners cannot make use of them on their 
goods. 
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FIRE IN STREET & SMITH’S PUBLISH¬ 
ING HOUSE. 

Early Sunday morning, March 19, a fire 
broke out in the bindery of the publishing 
house of Street & Smith, No. 38 Rose Street, 
New York City, and practically everything 
on the sixth and seventh floors was destroyed. 
The fire had gained dangerous headway be¬ 
fore it was discovered. A great quantity of 
dime novels and other publications were 
scorched and water-soaked before it could be 
brought under control. The publishers claim 
a loss of $15,000. 


A PUBLISHERS’ BOWLING LEAGUE. 

For some time past efforts have been mak¬ 
ing to form a Publishers’ Bowling League, 
which aside from the pleasure and recreation 
derived from this popular sport might be the 
means of making the employers and em¬ 
ployees of the publishing trade better ac¬ 
quainted. The Oxford University Press has 
been specially active in organizing a team for 
its house, and on Thursday, March 16, the 
first of what promises to be an interesting 
series of bowling contests was decided on 
Thum’s White Elephant Alleys, New York 
City, between five men teams organized by the 
employees of the Oxford University Press 
and Ginn & Co., in which the Oxford team 
came out ahead. The remaining two series 
will be hotly contested, as the teams are even¬ 
ly matched and ambitious for title of cham¬ 
pion. It is hoped that with the beginning of 
next season teams will be organized through¬ 
out the trade to form the desired Publishers’ 
Bowling League. 


A NEW STANDARD BIBLE DIC¬ 
TIONARY. 

Within a year it is expected that Funk & 
Wagnalls will put on the market “The Stand¬ 
ard English Bible Dictionary” in a single vol¬ 
ume of about 700,000 words. The work is to 
be prepared under the editorial direction of 
Melancthon W. Jacobus, Dean of Plartford 
Theological Seminary and Professor of New 
Testament Literature and Criticism, Edward 
E. Nourse. Professor of Biblical Theology in 
Hartford Theological Seminary, and Andrew 
C. Zenos, Professor of Ecclesiastical History 
in McCormick Theological Seminary, Chi¬ 
cago—men of comprehensive and active 
scholarship, evangelical yet fully abreast of 
the best scientific Biblical learning of the age. 
In association with them as contributors to 
the articles will be American and German 
scholars of the first rank. 

“The Standard English Bible Dictionary” 
will not in any sense be a composite book se¬ 
cured by adaptation from other publications, 
but will contain first-hand material especially 
written for this work. It will be concise in 
form yet comprehensive in extent of subjects 
treated. It will confine itself to Biblical mat¬ 
ters, avoiding extraneous material. In other 
words, it will be an evangelical, scholarly, 
and scientific work, yet popular. It will be 
extensively and carefully illustrated. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mrs. Charles Bray, so intimately con¬ 
nected with George Eliot for so many years, 
died on February 21 at the great age of ninety 
years. Mrs. Bray wrote “Physiology and the 
Laws of Health,” “The British Empire,” “Our 
Duty to Animals,” and several short stories, 
the best remembered of which are “Richard 
Barton” and “Paul Bradley.” 

Rev. Lewis Grout, missionary to Natal for 
the American Board, a graduate of Yale Uni¬ 
versity, and author of a Zulu grammar and 
various philosophical works, died at his home 
at West Brattleboro, Vt., at the age of ninety. 
He took a leading part in providing a stand¬ 
ard alphabet and uniform orthography of the 
Zulu language, and wrote numerous essays 
concerning the African languages for the 
American Oriental Society. 

Seabury Brewster Wiley, son of Charles 
Wiley, of the firm of John Wiley & Sons, died 
in Birmingham, Ala., March 12, at the age of 
forty. Mr. Wiley was for years connected 
with the Blauvelt-Wiley Paper Company of 
New York, of which he was one of the in¬ 
corporators and a joint owner. Later he sold 
out his interest in that concern and became 
identified with the Toledo Pipe-Threading 
Company, of Toledo, Ohio. 

Tyrus Brainerd Ventres, one of the vet¬ 
erans of the book and stationery trade in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., died at his home in that 
city on the 9th inst. Mr. Ventres was born 
at Haddam, Conn., May 21, 1837, and begpn 
business in Hartford, Conn., in 1856. Two 
years later he came to New York City and 
entered the house of the American Sunday 
School Union, where he remained for eight 
years. He then removed to Brooklyn and 
started in business for himself at 62 Court 
Street, in the front part of a store occupied 
by C. C. Mudge, as an agency of the Ameri¬ 
can Bible Society. His stock then consisted 
chiefly of tracts and Sunday-school supplies. 
Five years later he bought from Mr. Mudge 
his interest and good-will, and with a largely 
increased stock occupied the entire store un¬ 
til 1894, when he removed to 597 Fulton 
Street, where the business has since been 
carried on. Mr. Ventres was active in the 
management of his business until four years 
ago, when illness compelled him to turn over 
to his son, O. S. Ventres, the greater part of 
the detail work. The business will be carried 
on by his son on somewhat broader lines 
than heretofore. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Marttn S. Vilas, of Burlington, Vt., five 
years ago wrote an estimate, Extended and 
critical, of Charles Brockden Brown, the first 
American novelist, which he now has had 
published by the Free Press Association of 
Burlington. The boox begins with a descrip¬ 
tion of the condition of American literature 
when Brown wrote, followed by a biograph¬ 
ical sketch and a detailed review of “Wie- 
land,” “Ormond,” “Arthur Myrwin,” “Edgar 
Huntly,” “Clara Howard,” and “Jane Tal¬ 
bot,” his six best-known novels. There is 
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then a general estimate of the influence of 
European writers on Brown, the influence of 
Brown on Shelley, and the influence of Brown 
on American literature, notably on Cooper, 
Irving, Hawthorne and Poe. 

Charles Dexter Allen is busy on a “Sup¬ 
plemental List of Early American Book 
Plates,” in which he ’hopes to give a fairly 
complete and correct list and description of 
the plates in this class which have been dis¬ 
covered since his book was published eleven 
years ago. The book cannot be made com¬ 
plete and useful to the collector and student 
without the generous assistance of all who 
have material that should be included. No 
one person has all the plates or all the in¬ 
formation. Mr. Allen, whose address is 1063 
Eighty-fifth Street, Dyker Heights, Brook¬ 
lyn, N. Y., will welcome any contributions to 
this work from reliable sources. Descrip¬ 
tions of plates sent in should follow the form 
used in “American Book Plates,” as the pro¬ 
posed new book is a continuation of the num¬ 
bered list therein. It is hoped to have this 
ready for distribution during the coming fall 
or winter. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Publishers’ Circular (London) of 
March 4 contains the Spring Announcements 
of the English publishers. 

Harper's Weekly for March 18 contains a 
reproduction of the portrait of Mrs. Humphry 
Ward, for which she recently sat to Albert 
Sterner, and an essay on her fine novel, 
“Marriage of William Ashe,” by C. H. 
Gaines. 

Books and Bookplates in its forthcoming 
quarterly issue will contain an article on “The 
Treasures of the Royal Library” in Dresden, 
and an extended bibliography of Oscar Wilde. 
Among the bookplate designs presented will 
be reproductions of plates by DeRequier 
Macoy Stone, and a fine colored frontispiece 
reproducing a bookplate by Girardet. 

The Burlington Magazine for March con¬ 
tains an interesting article on the Whistler 
Memorial Exhibition, by Bernhard Sickert, 
with three reproductions of some of Whist¬ 
ler’s characteristic portraits; a description, by 
May Morris, of the Ascoli Cope, supposed to 
be of English workmanship, with three illus¬ 
trations; the identification of two painters’ 
portraits, viz., the portrait of Antonio Palma 
by Titian, described by Herbert Cook, and 
the portrait of Lorenzo Lotto, by himself, de¬ 
scribed by J. Kerr-Lawson, with two illustra¬ 
tions ; “A Knight’s Armor of the Early 
xivth Century,” by Francis M. Kelly, with 
three illustrations; “The ’Quaratesi Altar- 
piece,” by Gentile rJ a Fabriano,” by Lionel 
Cust and Herbert Horne, with two illustra¬ 
tions; “Fransois. Duparc,” an 18th century 
Painter, by Phillippe Auguier, with two illus¬ 
trations. Besides these there are notes on va¬ 
rious works of art, illustrated; letters to the 
editor, bibliography, foreign correspondence 
and a list of new art books. The American 
publisher of this very excellent magazine is 
Robert Grier Cooke, 307 Fifth Avenue, New 
York. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The American News Company publish as 
No. 42 in the People’s Library “That Main- 
waring Affair,” by A. Maynard Barbour, a 
thrilling story of crime and intrigue. 

The edition of Louis Tracy’s story, “The 
King of Diamonds,” which was issued with¬ 
out E. J. Clode’s authorization, has been 
withdrawn, as it was an infringement of his 
copyright. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. have already printed 
seven large editions of Parrish’s “My Lady 
of the North,” the Civil War story which has 
found favor in Canada, England and on the 
continent. 

William R. Jenkins has just ready the 
second edition, revised, of Dr. William S. 
Gott’heil’s “Manual of General Histology,” a 
subject which is the basis of the physician’s 
art as anatomy is the foundation of the sur¬ 
geon’s science. 

Eaton & Company, Chicago, have pub¬ 
lished in the New Era series “History of the 
United States,” by Alma Holman Burton, 
with maps of the scene of action and por¬ 
traits of the actors in wondrous human drama 
of the western hemisphere. 

The Agnew bill to protect trade lists, lists 
of subscribers or customers, etc., from un¬ 
lawful taking or using, supported by the pe¬ 
riodical publishers, has had a hearing before 
the Assembly codes committee of the New 
York Legislature, and is likely to have favor¬ 
able report. 

Bobbs-Merrill Company have just ready 
“The Pioneer,” by Geraldine Bonner, who has 
lived her life in the mining camps of Col¬ 
orado and California. Her first book, “To¬ 
morrow’s Tangle,” gave her standing as a 
delightful literary artist, and she has again 
given us a sane, warm-hearted novel full of 
dramatic action. 

Dodge Publishing Co. call attention to 
their large supply of decorated passepartout 
motto cards, so popular for Easter and holi¬ 
day remembrance, and to the suitability of 
their “Guest Book” for wedding gifts or as 
a souvenir to mark removal to a new home. 
They have just printed another edition of “A 
Cynic’s Meditations,” to meet the spring 
sales. 

The Baker & Taylor Company have is¬ 
sued a cheaper edition of Owen Kildare’s 
“My Mamie Rose—the Story of My Regen¬ 
eration,” of which the sheets and illustrations 
remain practically unchanged, but the first 
edition will also be kept in stock. Although 
an autobiography, this book has had the suc¬ 
cess of fiction, and eight large editions have 
already been put on the market. 

D. Appleton & Co. have just issued Book 3 
of Young and Jackson’s “Arithmetics,” which 
has already been acknowledged a most suc¬ 
cessful series of text-books in leading a child 
to think. Much oral work precedes the writ¬ 
ten work in each topic. The order of topics 
has been determined to meet the needs of the 
child mind, and the fine illustrations are 
eminently fitted to teach through the eye. 
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The Century Company will bring out on 
April 2 the memorial edition of Hans Chris¬ 
tian Andersen’s “Fairy Tales” to mark the 
one hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
this writer, who has delighted two genera¬ 
tions. These world renowned fairy tales are 
newly translated by H. L. Braekstad, and are 
illustrated with 250 characteristic pictures by 
Hans Tegner, the most distinguished of 
Danish artists. 

G. E. Stechert & Co. have just brought out 
the second edition of W. Carew Hazlitt’s 
“Schools, School-Books and Schoolmasters,” 
a contribution to the history of educational 
development in Great Britain. Although the 
basis of the volume is literary and not bib¬ 
liographical, there is a select list of works or 
editions by William Carew Hazlitt, of the 
Inner Temple, chronologically arranged, 
which fills five pages. 

The three prize essays in the contest on 
the origin and history of the Bible in the 
English language which Miss Helen Gould 
instigated and financed have been published 
under the title “Roman Catholic and Protes¬ 
tant Bibles Compared,” by the Bible Teach¬ 
ers’ Training School, 541 Lexington Avenue, 
New York City. Two hundred and sixty- 
five essays were submitted, and the prize 
winners were awarded $1000, $500 and $250, 
respectively. 

G. W. Dillingham Company have just 
ready “The Black Motor Car,” by Harris 
Borland, telling of a machine of wonderful 
speed and endurance which defies the pur¬ 
suit of the best police in England; “Reuben 
Larkmead,” by Edward W. Townsend, of 
“Chimmie Fadden” memory, in which the 
world of polite society “grafters” is exposed 
with startling detail; and “When Love is 
King,” by Margaret Doyle Jackson, in which 
a girl is forced to choose between two inti¬ 
mate friends in selecting her husband. 

Robinson, Luce Company have just issued 
“Little Burr, the Warwick of America,” a 
tale of Revolutionary days, by Charles Felton 
Pidgin, whose “Quincy Adams Sawyer,” 
“Blennerhassett,” etc., attained such popular 
ity. Since publishing the latter book the au¬ 
thor has collected a great supply of material 
on Aaron Burr, who was its hero, and em¬ 
bodies much of it in this new story. He is 
preparing an exhaustive history of Aaron 
Burr, and in studying for material he has 
struck the romantic facts which he embodies 
in the present tale. 

Ginn & Company, Boston, have issued a 
volume on “Trusts, Pools and Corporations,” 
edited, with an introduction, by William Z. 
Ripley, Professor of Economics at Harvard 
University, which is the first of a series to 
be known as Selections and Documents in 
Economics. It will be followed by “Trade 
Unionism and Labor Problems,” by John R. 
Commons, of the University of Wisconsin; 
“Sociology and Social Problems,” by Thomas 
N. Carver, of Harvard University; and by 
“Taxation and Public Finance,” by Charles 
J. Bullock, also of Harvard University. 

David McKay, Philadelphia, has just is¬ 
sued the third edition, revised and enlarged 
by expert engineers, of “The Traction En¬ 


gine, Its Use and Abuse,” by James H. Mag- 
gard, including instructions on gas and gaso¬ 
lene engines, with special chapters on thresh¬ 
ing machines and how to run a threshing rig. 
The author’s preface says that this book is 
intended for engineers of farm and traction 
engines—“rough and tumble engineers,” who 
with the same engine do eight-horse work 
one day and sixteen-horse work the next, use 
well water, creek water and stagnant water 
and are useful everywhere. 

The Dial Company, Chicago, has under¬ 
taken a familiar experiment in the publica¬ 
tion of “The Trade Book List,” in imprint 
editions for the use of booksellers. The lists 
are published monthly in compact small pam¬ 
phlet form, and give classified record of re¬ 
cent publications. They bear the cover title 
“List of the Latest Books,” and are sent out 
to reach dealers two or three days before the 
first of each month. The dealer’s name and 
address in full are printed on the cover of 
his imprint edition, and the purpose is to sup¬ 
ply booksellers at moderate rates with indi¬ 
vidual sales catalogues of current publica¬ 
tions. 

The American Bible Society has just is¬ 
sued its first innovation of a long-established 
custom to print and circulate only the King 
James or “authorized” version of the Holy 
Scripture. It has ready for publication an 
edition of the Standard American Revised 
Bible with its own imprint and binding from 
the plates of, and by arrangement with, the 
owners of the copyright, Thomas Nelson & 
Sons. The book is a handy 241110 in minion 
type, and is neatly bound in cloth with red 
edges, the selling price, being twenty-five 
cents. An edition of the New Testament, 
32mo, is also issued at twelve and eighteen 
cents per copy, according to the binding. It 
is said that the American Revision Committee 
offered their version fQr publication originally 
to the society, who declined it. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. publish to-day “The 
Heart of Hope,” a novel by Norval Richard¬ 
son, a story of war times; “Amanda of the 
Mill,” by Marie Van Vorst; “The Apple of 
Eden,” an outspoken, dramatic novel by E. 
Temple Thurston; and “Browning—a Biog¬ 
raphy,” by Charles Harold Herford, the sev¬ 
enth of the series of Modern English Writers. 
During the month they will publish “The 
Trial of Jesus,” by Giovanni Rosadi, trans¬ 
lated from the Italian by Dr. Emil Reich. 
This is said to be already one of the most 
widely read books in Italy and Germany, and 
will be published in England at the same time 
that the American edition appears. Signor 
Rosadi, who is a famous Florentine lawyer, 
condemns the trial of Jesus by the standard 
of Roman law. His lecture on the trial, de¬ 
livered in 1896, was assailed from many sides 
and created much discussion in Italy. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will shortly bring 
out “A Publisher’s Confession,” containing 
the articles which have appeared anonymously 
in the Boston Transcript and have led to 
much discussion of their frank revelation of 
facts and figures in regard to the making of 
books.
